With Portemouth, 
Chatham ced Pembroke in their hands, it would make 
very little odds to our enemy whether soldiers looked 
over the rampart of London or no. 

It would make no difference either way whether they 
held our arsenals at Woolwich and ick, for not 
London merely, but the whole om would be ina 
state of siege, and capable of being starved into 
surrender without a soldier being killed or wounded 
‘And this is what an enemy having command of the sea 
would do. The lo: we held out so much the bette: 
for him, he would have more time to capture our sea- 
borne wealth and our distant colonies. 

There is the other side of the picture. A few 
observation-mines, a few t/ boats, and where 
would the fleet. of hostile transporte be, eveu 
could they lure off the main fleet. Not only must an 
enemy seize the coast, but he must hold it and ho!d his 
communications, a thing impossible so long as an 
unbeaten fleet exists. 

It is a knowledge of these facts which makes “tlie 
powers that be” so callous towards the volunteer move- 
ment. Yet there is a way in which volunteers would b: 
of use to the country—as a kind of marines. A few 
years ago we had a force of naval volunteers in London 
and elsewhere, who did their work well and loved it. 
Incredible as it may seem, these were done away with 
because the bluejackets of the Naval Reserve considered 
them “blac ” and agitated till they had the 
force disbanded! 

Such a force as bluejackete pure and sim»lc, wight 
prove of no great utility, but manning torpedo craft and 
poss round a coast with which they were perfectly 
‘amiliar, they would be terrible folk to reckon with. 
Seven million pounds would provide, roughly, 300 
destroyers; and the on London volunteers would 
make innumerable relief crews for them. No great 
amount of sea-legs would be required, for such vessel: 
would operate chiefly, if not entirely, in smooth waters. 
No sane enemy would venture wi 100 miles of such 
a flotilla, and many others would be established round 
the coast. 

Our regular service destroyers would then all be free 
for their own special duties. As for the enemy, let him 
lure away the fleet or not, can an imagine his sending 
a fleet of rta to, say, knowing that the 
next night would bring 300 destro dealing destruc- 
tion to his ships? e enemy's troops might be 
landed by then, 'tis true; but what could they do: 
Guerilla warfare would make slow, booty to 
the tune of millions might be halen bat how could it be 
sent out.of the country? Whence would come their 
fresh ammunition P y-and-bye, encumbered with 
wounded, without ammunition, without hope, they would 
have to lay down their arms, and the bill to the country 
that sent them would be pretty extensive. 

Yet another argument —— London boing fortified 
remains. eee 80 8 would be so mek money 
taken from what could have been spent upon the Navy; 
but that is caly a small part of the mischief. Did w: 
begin to fos London, every foreign government 
would conclude that we had lost trust in our fleet, and— 
well if they declared war we should have seemed to 
OL eat 

even if this did not ha at once, the fuls 
sense of security given by a Pirtified London would 
lead to s starving of the fleet. Born of the sea the 
true citizen of Britain is a sea warrior—a sailor or 4 
marine (who is amphibious). For other sort of soldiers 
England has no crying need, and forte around London 
would be of no more defensive service to her than#

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A HOUSE UNDER WATER. 


Owe of the most remarkable houses in existence at 
the present time belongs, it is said, to an English 
millionaire of a decidedly eccentric tarn of mind. It 
owes ite distinction, not to the fact that it is more 

than the mansions of his comrades, or that it 
f tarnished with ter luxury or with greater taste, 
or for any of the thousand an ‘one other details which 
might make one house distinguished above all other 
houses. Nor is its size ita orereal recommendation, for 
it is not laid out on colossal lines. 

As a matter of fact it contains only threo rooms, one 
of them bein; farnished as a dining: room, another As 
emoki room, while the third is a 
agree Not alarge establishment surely, but unique 
in its way. 

The fact to which it owes ite distinction is that it is 
beth entice of glass, and is situated at the bottom of 


a lake. 
On this gentleman’s estate is the sheet of water in 
question. When he determined on out the 
lan of this house, he had the water drained off and a 
Joandation of concrete laid on the bottom of the lake. 
On this the walls were placed, consisting of very heavy 
late-ylass, such asis used for the largest shop windows. 
t is even thicker than these, because of the pressure of 
water which it must withstand. The framework of the 
building is, as may be imagined, of metal, into which 
the glass plates fit accurately, und are cemented for 
farther safety. 

Electricity alone is the medium by which the necet 
light is conveyed to the rooms, and a ial conduit 
to be built to the wires which it was not deemed 
desirable should remain in the water. This tunnel is the 
means by which people come and go to the glass house, 
for, naturally, under the circumstances, it is impossible 
for it to have either ordinary doors or windows. 

Through this conduit, also, air is forced for the use of 
the inhabitants, and the waste and foul atmosphere is 
got rid of gorongh. the roof by means of tubes to the 
copes, air akove surface of the water. In order to 
mask the tops of these tubes, they have been inclosed 
in a huge cluster of water-lilies. 

When the house was completed, the water was allowed 
to return. and the fish which bad been removed were 
also replaced. 

The lighting up of the house is as rewarkable an 
attraction for them as a candle is for moths, and dozens 
of them may be eeen at any time with their noses flat- 
tened against the glass. 

It would be an ideal place for a scientific man to live 
in who was desirous of studying the ways of fishes. It 
would be carrying the eyes of man into the very heart of 
what is to all intents — rs new life, just as 
Mr. Garner did when he loc! imeelf up in a cage in 
the monkey-land of South Africa in order to study the 
ways of the apes of the district.

Their head-dress is 
elaborate and lofty, while their faces are decorated with 
paint. When squatting on the ground, which is by no 
means an infrequent attitude of theirs, they look for all 
the world like a gigantic China figure of a mandarin. 

These Ju-Ju men have given their name to a 
custom which is to that of the “taboo.” If 
the King wishes to ibit the manufacture of a certain 
article, or to inhibit its importation into the country, he 
fcc a Ju-Ju” on it, and the article becomes taboo 

once. 

As the a is sometimes used symbolically for the 
aga the Ju-Ju’s name is applied by the natives to 

fetish who presides over the river and stream and 
forest and the other superstitions of ravage life. There 
is thus a River Ju-Ju, and a Forest Ju-Ju, and so on. 
These deities must be propitiated by comes. i in order 
to bestow their favour on the individual who desires 
their protection. 

If, therefore, a man is going on a | journey 
he makes an offering to the River Ju-Ju, or the Forest 
Ju-Ju, according to the way his road lies. In order to 
make this offering he erects a little mound on the bank 
of the river, or at the commencement of the forest, as 
the case may be. Upon this he lays a dead fowl, usually 
taking the precaution to see that its feathers are white, or 
else some other gift of the kind which he believes will 
are to the senses of the mythological deity he 
worshi :
